Robert E. Lyle. pastor of the Method- 
ist Church of Bethlehem, explain: 

“Professor Moore is the oldest male 
member of the church and has been 
active as a member for more than 
50 years. He is an outstanding mu- 
sician, having edited and ‘published 40 
different church and Sunday school 
song books. 

“He is the author of ‘Sweeping 
Through the Gates,’ the favorite hymn 
of all leading Protestant churches. 
Through publication of his song books, 
Bethlehem. Ga., is known in every 
state of the Union, to say nothing 
of Canada and Mexico. 

“The Methodist church and camp 
ground at Bethlehem are more than 
100 years old, having been established 

before the War 
Between the 
States. During 
the war and the 
days cf Recon- 
struction, Bethle- 
hem camp ground 
was the center of 
attraction, and 
many notable 
events occurred 
there. 

Place of Refuge. 

“The 16th Georgia Regiment of Con- 
federates was formed ana marched 
into service from the Bethlehem camp 
ground. The tents at the camp ground 
were used in the time of the war as 
a home for refugees. Many solemn 
services have been held in this place 
and many times has it resounded with 
the shouts of redeemed souls. 

“Also it has been the spot for many 
gala occasions. The Sun@ay school 
celebration was held annualiy at the 
camp ground for many years. People 
came from far ane near to. these 
events. 

“Rethlehem is located among the 
hills of north Georgia but the hills 
are not prominent enough to prevent 
them from being used for agriculture. 
It is almost wholly an agricgltural] 
community. Almost. everyone living 
in Bethlehem owns some tract of land 
cutside the limits of the town. 

“At one time the community was 
prosperous and even today the inhabi- 
tants hive well. There is a farm not 
far distant where many eheep are 
raised, In the early history of Beth- 
jlehem it was widely known for its 
grape industry.

V.| recommendation that the government 


go into the business of insuring farm 
crops against the hazards of nature, 
starting with wheat in 1988, was 
handed to President “Roosevelt today 
by the committee he created to study 
the subject. 

Secretary Wallace, chairman of the 
group, simultaneously explained the 
plan at a press conference. 

He said participation the first year 
—1938—might be limited to western 
wheat farmers. 

Wallace added, however, that data 
was being developed for cotton and 
corn insurance, and that producers of 
vegetables and tobacco also were much 
interested. 

In general, the recommendations to 
the President followed the combined 
crop insurance and “ever normal 
granary” plan advocated by the sec- 
retary. This would provide for pay- 
ment of premiums and losses in wheat. 
Surplus yields in good years would 
be stored for use in poor seasons.

“well , afford” to pay “administrative 
costs’’ and “overhead expenses” 
the program.

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| Text of Hull’s Final TalktoParley 


BUENOS AIRES, Dec. 23.—( AP) 
The text of the closing address 
of Secretary Hull, chairman of the 
United States delegation to the 
inter-American peace conference, 
follows: 


Mr. President and members of the 
conference: 


Today this conference for the main- 
tenance of peace holds its last ses- 
sion. Before it adjourns, let me re- 
view briefly the major events and 
actions. One point stands out boldly. 
No such conference could have had 
any measure of real success had it 
not been approached in the spirit 
with which each of the 21 delegations 
has approached this one—a spirit of 
good will and common determination 
to consolidate the pattern of peace. 

The very fact of-the conference it- 
self should offer to other quarters 
of the world an impressive demon- 
stration of the value of concert and 
co-operation. Whenever 21 nations 
can foregather in such a spirit and 
for such purposes, whenever they can 
act together in due course in the 
cause of peace, all other nations 
should find profit in their example. 


PAYS TRIBUTE 


TO ARGENTINE NATION. 

Let me here pay tribute to the 
Argentine nation whose hospitality 
we have so greatly enjoyed and to 
the president of the Argentine repub- 
lic, Agustin P. Justo, whose leader- 
ship has lent assurance to our work 
and whose support of our undertak- 
ings has given us the courage to go 
forward; and to the minister of for- 
eign affairs of the republic, His Ex- 
cellency Dr. Carlos Saavedra Lamas, 
chairman of the conference, who has 
so ably presided over its sessions; 
and to the zeal, intelligence and 
patriotism with which each of the 
delegations have here joined one an- 
other in the actions taken. With 
clear vision and high purpose this 
illustrious body of men and women 
has co-operated nobly in the results 
we have reached. As one of your 
co-workers, I extend to each and 
every one of you my appreciation, 
admiration and respect for your 
splendid achievements. 

I am content for others to judge 
the accomplishments of the confer- 
ence. JI feel, however, that they} 
should prove of historic significance. 
They are not mere aspirations or 
pious hopes. They have practical 
meaning and vital force. 

To a fuller extent than ever be- 
fore in a meeting of the American 
republics, the work of conference 
and collaboration has been carried on 
in a spirit of friendly understanding 
and mutual confidence. Seldom has 
there been a meeting in which debate 
has been more marked by mutual 
consideration, or discussion more con- 
cerned with agreement rather than 
divergence, or in which the delegates 
have subordinated their individual 
aims and desires for the sake of the 
common obféctive they have had be- 
fore them. If I am correctly in- 
formed, for the first time in the his- 
tory of inter-American conferences 
projects of fundamental import have 
been presented by the unanimous ac- 
tion of all of the delegations. If 
this procedure has been adopted, it 
has been because all of us have felt 
that only by unanimity could we suc- 
ceed in assuring ourselves of the com- 
plete fulfillment of that which we 
have sought to attain. 

The conference has widened the 
range of co-operation by the Ameri: | 
can republics both for the mainte: | 
nance of peace and for the promo: | 
tion of their common welfare. The 
program here adopted is broader and 
more hasie than ever before. New 
foundations have been laid. 

PLAN MOBILIZES OPINION 
OF NEW WORLD FOR PEACE 

In a broad way the program con- 
templates the mobilization of the 
peoples of this hemisphere in the ef- 
fort to bring their combined moral 
influence to bear upon the solution 
of controversies, upon the defense of 
their common interest, of the peace 
of the continent, and upon the main- 
tenance of the fundamental princi- 
ples of international law upon which 
the stability of the international or- 
der is dependent. We believe this 
public opinion to be more than a 
passive element in the life of our 
peoples; we believe it to be a power- 
ful force which must be brought to 
bear upon our common problems and 
which can give vitality and effective- 
ness to the efforts we are making for 
their solution. é 

The 21 American republics have, | 
by the conventions adopted at this’ 
conference, co-ordinated and made’ 
effective the existing machinery for | 
the maintenance of peace. Such agree- 
ments as the Kellogg-Briand pact 
have been handicapped by lack of 
implementation; otber agreements 
have created the initial machinery of 
peace, but have failed to provide 
ways and means to assure its suc- 
cessful operation, By the agreements 
adopted at this conference, we now 
haye a method of consultation which 
fs Capable of enhancing the efficiency 
of the peace pacts already in exist- 
ence and of assisting the parties to 
them in carrying out the obligations 
thev entail. 

Without real identification of pur- 
pose among us all, without common 
understanding and, unless we—all of 
us—had the same goal in view, the 
system of consultation might be con- 
sidered a poor, a sterile plan. But 
with a continuation of the good will 
which now exists and with, as I hope, 
an ever increasing purpose of real co- 
operation, consultation lies  neces- 
sarily at the basis of all agreement 
of this continent. Without it no plans 
of common action could be made ef- 
fective. We pledge ourselves to con- 
sult; we also rely upon our sense 
of our individual national needs and 
the recognition of our common inter- 
est in the maintenance of peace to 
meet such situations as may arise. 

The American republics have _ not 
only entered into a solemn agreement 
to consult one another should any 
one of them be threatened or at- 
tacked at home and seek to give ef- 
fect to a common and solidary pol- 
icy of neutrality; but more than that. 
they have undertaken to assume a 


common and solidary attitude toward 
an attack from abroad. This they 
have done in a way consistent with 
their sovereignty and independence 
and their ultimate right to make de- 
cisions in accordance with their own 
national legislation. 


MET AS EQUALS 
BEFORE LAW, HULL SAYS 


They meet as equals before the 
They have formally disclaim- 
ed any purpose of intervening in one 
another's domestic affairs. They rec- 
ognize their collective concern: in the 
safety of each and all of their num- 
ber if any non-American power 
should offer a threat to the peace of 
this continent. Thus, the national 
security of each individual] Ameri- 
can republic has become the common 
interest of all. 

The 21 republics could have tak- 
en no more significant step in pro- 
moting conditions of both regional 
and world peace than by making 
their unanimous and unequivocal dec- 
laration for equality of commercial 
treatment and for the lowering of the 
barriers obstructing trade. They have 
emphasized their will for peace by 
manifesting their intention to pursue 
the economic policies which alone af- 
ford the firm foundation for peace. 
They are persuaded that a flourish- 
ing commerce is a strong link to 
bind nations together; that a freer 
interchange of goods and eervices in- 
evitably operates to relieve economic 
distress, to increase employment, to 
improve standards of living, and to 
add to the material happiness of 
their peoples. 

Furthermore, union of common 
purpose must include facilities for 
physical and intellectual exchange. 
This conference has made striking 
advances in this field, of having fa- 
cilitated the construction of a Pan- 
American highway. arranged for ex- 
change of students and _ professors, 
and made plans for scientific and 
artistic co-operation in a degree here- 
tofore unknown. 

Such, in brief summary, are the 
outstanding accomplishments of this 
conference. The fact stands out that 
a great inter-American conference has 
met, and in a spirit of mutual trust 
and common purpose has worked out 
detailed and practical measures for 
the preservation of peace. 

We turn now to something more 
fundamental than the actual accom- 
plishments of the conference as they 
appear on the records of the treaties 
and resolutions adopted. I have in 
mind the spirit which animates the 
individual American republics and 
which is the firmest guarantee of 
their written word. Taat spirit is 
latent in their democratic institu- 
tions which we believe to be the 
basis-upon which the good faith of 
nations must ulcmately rest. 


GUARD DEMOCRACY 
WELL, HULL URGES 


If, in the words of the President 
of my country, “Democracy is still the 
hope of the world,” then it is for 
us to guard with a jealous eye our 
chosen form of government and to 


further in every possible way the edu- | 
cation of our people in the processes | 


of self-government. The necessity for 
such education cannot be over-empha- 
sized. Freedom is the soil 
which peace springs. From the in- 
stitutions of a free people arise those 
conditions of stability of governments 
so essentie' for the preservation of 
lasting peace. Therefore we _ are 
joined in a common determination to 
make our countries safe for peace. 

There is no need for this concep- 
tion to be limited to the American 
nations. There is an imperative ne- 
cessity for its immediate world-wide 
application. 

Surely the time has come for every 
nation of the world to tak2 inventory 
and to examine its own purposes and 
policies. Like individuals, nations 
must learn to forgive and forget the 
injuries done them by fellew nations. 
And in contemplating the future 
peace and welfare of humanity. we 
can and must speak in a spirit of en- 
tire friendliness to all nations and 
all people -of today. 

Democracies today are free to ex- 
press the desire of all peoples for 
peace, While favoring the mainte- 
nance of a military power adequate 
to guard their security and to pro- 
tect their national interest against 
aggression, the continue rc work for 
peace by every practicable means. 
They believe that future peace can 
be assured by the development

public opinion everywhere that will! 


war will destroy us. I-do not be- 
lieve that peoples will passively ac- 
cept the conclusion that because men 
since time immemorial have ded on 
battlefields, they have no choice but 
to continue to die on battlefields in 
the future. 

The free peoples of the world have 
come to reject the theory that war is 
natural and inevitable. They are no 
longer thrilled by the panoply of the 
militarists, nor are they carried away 
by the hysteria of propaganda for 
war. They know that the love of 
power is a thing of evil. They would 
cry “halt!” to any who, through love 
of power, would break the peace. 
Glory is not to be achieved by the 
march of armies and the death of 
men. 

MASTERS HAVE MANDATE 
TO SEEK ROAD TO PEACE 

Those who sit in the masters’ seats 
and shape the destinies of other men 
are under the most imperative of 
mandates to leave no course which 
may avoid war unexplored The real 
patriots and the,real heroes of the 
future will be the leaders who fiud 
and follow the road to peace. 

I keenly feel that, in our Jabors 
here, we have done more than to co- 
ordinate the machinery to preserve 
the peace of our own republics. | 
cannot emphasize too strongly that 
we are in no sense moving toward 
a policy of continental isolation. We 
are not lured by the mirage ot self- 
containment; we are aware of its 
perils. In a close-knit, inter-depend- 
ent world, we see the folly of seeking 
to build a Chinese wall around a 
hemisphere. Our purpose is not to 
isolate this continent, but to chart 
our own path to peace, and thereby 
set a practical example to other parts 
of the world. : 

Of what could there be greater need 
today than for the example given by 
us here of opening the door tu peace; 
here by practical action we have 
demonstrated that there can be a 
common collaboration to this end. 
Here we have revitalized interna- 
tional law, and here we have renewed 
those finer relationships between na- 
tions upon which, in the last analysis, 
freedom, peace, prosperity and civil- 
ization itself depend. 

In recent years the entire inter- 
national order has suffered severe 
dislocation; the relations between na- 
tions have become. increasingly con- 
fused and chaotic, and human prog- 
ress has been obstructed. These cun- 
ditions require prompt attention and 
remedy. We must diminish the dan- 
gers attendant upon conditions of 
moral isolation and intensified na- 
tionalism. This we seek to do by 
encouraging a world-wide reaffirma- 
tion of the principle of the honor- 
able maintenance of obligations, of 
full faith in the given word, and of 
fair dealing between equal partners. 
Such qualities in the conduct of 
nations are essential conditions for 
the betterment of their relations and 
for the consolidation®of peace. 

And so, in this last hour, when 
our co-operative efforts here for the 
common welfare are at a close, and 
when each of us is about to return 
to his own country, let us do so 
with a continued faith and hope.

Warren's father, in the meantime, 
has found work in another city and 
is just able to support the family 
with him. with none left over for 
the crippled Warren. here. 

During his apprenticeship to- his 
trade, he receives no wages. It is 
necessary for him to live. And the 
temptation to return to begging on 
the streets is strong. 

Twenty dollars a month will sup- 
port this youth. with all the prom- 
ise in the world of eventually be- 
coming a good citizen. an asset to 
the company, while he learns his 
trade. 

Someone can spare this $20 each 
month. Can spare it without miss- 
ing it. themselves. 

It is the difference between a 
hard-working. self-supporting. self- 
respecting citizen of the community 
or another beggar upon our streets, 
with all the ruin to character such 
begging always brings.

Herr Hitler is said to be playing 
with the idea of restoring the mon- 
archy in the Reich. He has selected 
for the august position Prince Wil- 
helm Frederich of Brunswick, who 
married the daughter of Wilhelm II. 
If this Brunswick duke really comes 
to the throne it will be a terrible 
blow to the Hohenzollern family, who 
have never yet abandoned hopes that 
fortune will turn a smiling face on 
them again some day. But Herr Hit- 
ler has his own ideas on the subject 
of the monarchy. 

The Brunswicks are related to the 
Hanovers. It is the House of Han- 
over which rules over the British Em- 
pire. That name, Hanover, was 
changed to Windsor in the course of 
the war.

Lord It developed in the title of 
“general” and in the per- 
sons of most men who rise to that 
rank a pompous arrogance which 
would be silly but for the fact that 
civilians, too, have learned to regard 
generals with awe. Now and again 
there occurs a general with a sense 
of the ridiculous who does not take 
himself seriously as a superman, but 
these individuals are uncommon and 
may be considered as eccentrics. 

Their refusal to accept the tradition 
is likely to be looked upon as an af- 
fectation and an undignified bid for 
personal popularity, as was the cage 
I believe, with Smedley Butler, who 
has persistently conducted himself 
more like a sergeant than a man with 
stars for his shoulders. Most gen- 
erals, however, eagerly accept the idea 
that upon promotion to the rank of 
brigadier, even temporarily, they sud- 
denly acquire a new character and a 
godlike quality which must be pro- 
tected by a apecial etiquette amount- 
ing to servility. 

They like to be addressed in the 
third person—“‘ Would the general like 
another slug of rye?’’—even by subor- 
dinates who are their old friends and 
who know their. mortal weaknesses 
from long acquaintance. They like 
salutes and honors, and they encour- 
age the observance of those old super- 
stitious forms which have been estab- 
lished to fatten the ego and prestige 


of the commander. 
Shave-Tailg There is no reason, 
es military or other- 
Need Dignity wise, why a geu- 
eral’s dignity needs 
any more elaborate honors than that 
of a second lieutenant, even granting, 
for the sake of the argument, that 
second lieutenants themselves need 
artificial dignity.

We do not know when trees first 
became a part of the Christmas cele- 
bration, but there are several legends, 
An old German legend about St. Win- 
fried, who lived 1,200 years ago, runs 
this way: 

“Winfried was cutting the trunk of 


a giant oak tree when a — 
wind passed through the forest, too 
hold of the -tree, and blew it down. 
Just behind the oak tree there was 
left standing a fir tree, and Winfried 
said, ‘This young little fir tree is a 
child of the forest. We can think of 
it as the wood of peace, because our 
homes are built of fir. It is the sign 
of lasting life. for its leaves are al- 
ways green. See how it points up- 
ward to heaven! Let trees of this 
kind be taken into your homes and let

them be called Christmas trees: 

Another old story about the Christ- 
mas tree is given in this way: 

“One Christmas Eve, while he was 
traveling over snow-covered country, 
Martin Luther looked at the sky with 
its thousands of glittering lights. 
After reaching home, he told his wife 
and children about the beauty of the 
sky. Then he went into the arden 
and cut down a small fir tree. aking 
the little tree into his house, he 
placed some candles on its branches 
and lighted them.” 

Those legends may, or may not, be 
true, but we have a clear record of 
the use of Christmas trees about 330 
years ago in Strasbourg, a city on 
the west bank of the Rhine river. 
Strasbourg is now inside the borders 
of France, but in centuries gone by 
it was a “free city” and its citizens 
were largely of German blood. 

The Christmas tree custom spread 
far and wide during the past century, 
and now is a part of the celebration 
in many countries. The old-time light- 
;ed candles are not so common any- 
;more. Partly because it saves their 
homes from the danger of fire, many 
families use small colored electric 
lights on their trees instead of can- 
dles.

COLUMBIA StMINARY 
ATTAINS DRIVE GOAL 
TO WIPE OUT ITS DEBI 


President Richards 
All of $150,000 Mini- 
mum Is Raised. 


Success in the campaign of E> em 
bia Theological Seminary, at Decatur, 
to traise $150,000 to wipe out the bal- 
ance of its building debt and to in- 
crease its endowment was announced 
yesterday by Dr. J. McDowell Rich- 
ards, president of the institution. 

The $150,000 was the minimum goal 
set for the campaign. 

“Success of this campaign means 
that the permanence of Columbia Sem- 
inary as a part of the educational and 
religious life of Atlanta is now assur- 
ed, said Dr. Richards. “The institu- 
tion will be enabled to expand its pro- 
gram and to steadily increase the serv- 
ices it is rendering to the southeast- 


jern states.” 


The campaign was initiated early 
last summer when an overture was re- 
ceived from the trustees of Union 
Theological Seminary, Richmond, Va., 
looking to the merging of the two in- 
stitutions in Richmond. 

“One interested Atlanta business- 
man,’ said Dr. Richards, “offered to 
give $75,000 to the seminary provided 
an additional $75,000 could be raised 
from other sources, and the campaign 
was undertaken under the leadership 
of Mayor Scott Candler, of Decatur, 
as chairman of the citizens’ commit- 
tee. The overture made by the Vir- 
ginia authorities will now be def- 
initely declined but, as only the min- 
imum goal in the campaign has been 
reached, the seminary’s needs have not 
been fully provided for. 

“A continuing campaign will be con- 
ducted not only in Atlanta but in all 
the southeastern states, looking to the 
securing of at least an additional 
$150,000 within the next five years.” 


U.S. SEEKS REVIVAL 


Use of ‘Blocked’ 


Is Sought. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—(P\— 
Means by which certain German- 
American trade can be carried on 
with the use of “blocked” marks and 
barter without becoming subject to 
additional duties were outlined today 
by the Treasury Department. 

Blocked marks are German funds 
owned by Americans and other for- 
eigners in bank deposits in Germany 
which can be used only for certain 
limited purposes permitted by the gov- 
ernment and cannot be removed from 
the country. . 

The common practice of using 
blocked marks in German-American 
trade was stopped by mutual consent 


|'when the treasury, on June 4, 1936, 


imposed “countervailing” duties 
German imports financed by marks 
bought at discount. 

These duties were designed to off- 
set the advantages gained through the 
discounts, 

They were removed on August 14, 
1936, when the German government 
enacted a law prohibiting the use of 


blocked marks in conflict with United 
States customs laws. 

The treasury action today was a 
clarification of those laws.

SEARCHERS BATTLE WEATHER

Two parties of north Idaho woodsmen 
battled snow, sleet and rain to the 
6,000-foot summit of Cemetery Ridge 
today only to find that four feet of 
snow apparently had buried wreckage 
and two pilots of a crashed transport 
plane.

It was 
a three-story house and a very elite 
one in its day?yTaking in boarders 
indicated a lack of ready cash at 
that time, but it caused very little 


‘loss in prestige for any family that 


had an established background. And 
Wallis’ family had exactly that. 
No Deathbed Statement. 

Incidentally, her father did not 
die before she was born, as so many 
papers have stated. He died about 
four months after her birth. I have 
seen in several newspapers since I 
returned from England a story that 
Wallis’ mother, Mrs. Charles Gor- 
don Allen, of Washington, told a 
faithful nurse on her death bed: 

“It will be impossible for Wallis 
ever to have a child.” A “deathbed 
statement” is a rather hard thing to 
disprove. But the fact is. that nei- 
ther Wallis herself nor any member 
of her family ever heard her moth- 
er make any such statement or 
knows any justification for such a 
belief.

the pink of rose quartz.” 

As a matter of fact, Wallis Simp- 
sons’ favorite color is a light shade 
of violet, almost matching her eyes. 

Her in- 
formal letterheads have “Wallis,” 
reproduced in her own rand writ- 
ing at an angle in the upper Jeft cor- 
ner. Her more formal stationery also 
carried her address, 16 Cumberland 
terrace.

King. Easy to Reach. 

“Reaching King Edward direct- 
ly is impossible.”

I asked 
the King whom I should contact 
when I wanted to talk to him.

Summing up the influence of the 
strength of the hand on the choice of 
suits: 

Avoid the necessity for a reverse at 
a higher level if the hand contains 
less than four (sometimes three and 
one-half) honor tricks. With about 
four honor tricks or three and one- 
half well-padded suits, the normal 
choice of opening bid e(in accordance 
with principles of length and rank) 
should be followed evert though this 
may necessitate a reverse in a higher

West opened the spade queen, and 
declarer won. Only eight top tricks 
were in sight, but the heart suit of- 
fered a splendid chance for building 
the ninth. At the second trick, there- 
fore, declarer led a heart, but unfor- 
tunately he led the wrong heart! The 
heart layout with which he had to 
work should have dictated the proper 
sequence of heart leads. He could see 
that if the suit broke 3-2, virtually 
any method of play would return 
three heart tricks, hut that if one de- 
fender had four, it mattered a great 
deal how the play was handled. If 
East had four, nothing could be done 
about it, since his minimum of two 
honors and ranking spot cards would 
lie over dummy’'s nine. No insurance 
could be taken against this, but there 
was a simple way to guard against a 
similar holding in the West hand. 

Declarer's first heart lead should 
have been the ace, not a low card. 
When the 10 dropped from East's 
hand it would have been an elemen- 
tary safety play then to have led to- 
ward dummy’s king-9-4 and, if West 
played low, put up the nine spot; if 
East won this, it merely would prove 
that the suit was going to break. As 
it happens, the nine would have held 
the trick. 

Obviously, if West should split his 
honors at the second heart lead 
(which would be bad and tantamount 
to showing his cards to the declarer), 
dummy's king would win, and later a 
third lead be made toward the guard- 
ed nine spot. It would he difficult to 
devise a more elementary safety play 
than this.
